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Cosmetic materials contain: 

(a) an acrylic acid-alkyl methacrylate copolymer (s ) , 

(b) a spherical powder (s), and 

(c) a volatile silicone (s). 

USE - The materials are suitable for aftershave lotions. 
ADVANTAGE - The materials impart a wet feeling in use without 



oiliness and stickiness and exert high moisture-retaining effects.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 ] The charge of makeup characterized by containing an acrylic acid and an alkyl methacrylate 
copolymer, spherical fine particles, and volatile silicone. 

[Claim 2] An acrylic acid and an alkyl methacrylate copolymer are a degree type (1).

It is the charge of makeup according to claim 1 which has the structure of (the alkyl group of carbon 
numbers 10-30 is expressed, X and Y express mol % of each unit in a copolymer, respectively, and the 
inside of a formula and R are Y= 0.1 - 20.0-mol % X= 80.0 - 99.9-mol%). 

[Claim 3] The charge of makeup according to claim 1 or 2 whose particle size of spherical fine particles 
is 1-50 micrometers. 

[Claim 4] The charge of makeup according to claim 1 to 3 whose spherical fine particles are nylon 
powder. 

[Claim 5] The charge of makeup according to claim 1 to 4 in which an acrylic acid and an alkyl 
methacrylate copolymer are contained in 0.01 to 2.0% of the weight, and volatile silicone is contained 
for spherical fine particles 0.1 to 30.0% of the weight 0.1 to 20.0% of the weight. 
[Claim 6] The charge of makeup containing ester oil according to claim 1 to 5. 
[Claim 7] The charge of makeup containing polyol according to claim 1 to 6. 
[Claim 8] The charge of makeup containing ethanol according to claim 1 to 7.

[Function] Since the charge of makeup of this invention contains an acrylic acid and an alkyl 
methacrylate copolymer, it becomes possible [ being able to carry out things and also obtaining the 
outstanding moisturizincy effect applied to the skin ], without being accompanied by the feeling of 
oiliness, or the feeling of stickiness. Moreover, since the charge of makeup of this invention also 
contains spherical fine particles and volatile silicone, it becomes possible [ acquiring the outstanding 
invigoration ]. Therefore, the charge of makeup of this invention will become suitable especially as a 
charge of makeup behind a razor.

[Example] Hereafter, this invention is concretely explained based on an example. 
[0030] The charge of makeup of the presentation shown in one to examples 1-4 and example of 
comparison 3 table 1 was prepared, and it evaluated as follows about each charge of makeup. That is, 
ten 20-40-year-old men with a deep mustache were made into the panelist, and the feeling of use at the 
time of applying 0.3g of each charge of makeup to the skin behind a razor was evaluated, in that case, 
the merit of mileage and a lack [ stickiness ] — gently, smoothly, as contrasted with admiration and the 
aftershave lotion of marketing which uses ethanol and a glycerol (moisturizer) as a principal component 
about admiration, O and the case of being equivalent were made as **, the case of being inferior was 
made into x for O and the case of being good, and the case of being very good was evaluated to four 
steps. Moreover, those evaluations were synthesized and it evaluated to four steps, O, O, **, and x, as 
feeling synthesis evaluation of use. This result is shown in Table 1 .
